he words of Shaikh ‘Abd al-Qadir al-Jīlānī can undoubtedly be 
considered among the most precious treasures of Islam. 

Indeed, Al-Baz Publishing was founded with the intention of 
providing fine English translations of his works for the benefit of 
English-speaking Muslims everywhere, in the spirit of wishing to 
share the benefit and blessing we have received ourselves at his hand. 

I first became interested in Shaikh ‘Abd al-Qadir (may Allah be 
well pleased with him) in learning from my own spiritual guide and 
benefactor Bapak Muhammad Sumohadiwidjojo, founder of the 
Subud brotherhood (may Allah be well pleased with him), that Allah 
had bestowed on the Shaikh the same opening and contact that Bapak 
himself received from Allah, and which he has passed on to us. 

Anyone familiar with the /atiban kejiwaan of Subud will 
know that to be so honored, as Bapak was by Almighty God, isa rare 
occurrence in the history of mankind, for such grace is usually 
bestowed on very few of His creatures. My interest thus being 
aroused, I sought out the surviving manuscripts from their various 
repositories around the world, and began the task of having them 
translated.

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Translator’s Introduction 


his is actually a translation of a translation. Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir 

al-Jīlānī (may Allah be well pleased with him) wrote these Fifteen 
Letters in the Persian language, and an Arabic version was produced by 
someone who describes himself in his Prologue! as “this poor beggar, 
“Ali ibn Husamu ’d-din, widely known as al-Muttaqi [the Devout].” 
I feel a close connection with this colleague of mine, both brotherly and 
professional, even though he is my senior by more than four hundred 
years, since he is said to have died in A.H.977/1569 C.E. In his Prologue, 
which I beg the reader to consult, he gives an excellent summary 
description of the nature, style and content of this work. 

In one respect, of course, the task of my predecessor was easier than 
my own. By his reckoning, the Fifteen Letters include approximately 
two hundred and seventy-five Our ānic verses [ayat]. Though I have 
not seen the Persian text on which al-Muttagī based his translation, 
I have no doubt whatsoever that Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir (may Allah be 
well pleased with him) must have given those Quranic quotations in 
the original Arabic, assuming that his Muslim reader would be sufficiently 
familiar with them. In preparing an English translation, I could hardly 
assume such familiarity on the part of all potential readers, so it was 
obviously necessary to provide an English rendering, or interpretation, 
of the many excerpts from the Qur’an.” For the benefit of those who do 
understand the Arabic, or may wish to study it, a transliteration has also 
been provided in each instance.

The 
manuscript itself has no obvious heading, but it has been listed under 
the title Hikam al-Mawā iz [Nuggets of Wise Advice], an expression used 
by al-Muttagī in his Prologue. Another manuscript, presumably of the 
same work, is listed by the Bodleian Library under the title A-Oawl 
al-Musib ft Ta ‘rib al-Makatib al-Khamsah ‘Ashar [Eloquent Arabic Version 
of the Fifteen Letters]. The Bodleian also possesses a Persian manuscript, 
listed under the heading Maktūbāt [Letters], which is described as 
containing “twenty-five epistles by the famous saint and founder of the 
Qadiri order....”* 

In conclusion, let me salute the spirit of al-Muttagī by echoing his 
introductory words: “While admitting that I am poorly qualified in the 
art of expression, especially when it comes to translating from the rich 
fare provided by the leader of the experts in effective communication 
[Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir al-Jīlānī, may Allah be well pleased with him], 


here is the translation I now have to offer.

Prologue 


In the Name of Allah, the All-Merciful, the All-Compassionate 
(and invoking the help that only He can provide!) 


pes be to Allāh, the Lord of All the Worlds, and may Allāh bless 
our chief, Muhammad, as well as his family and his companions, 
each and every one. 

Let me now explain the nature of the present work: These are fifteen 
letters, written by the Imām, the spiritual pole-star of Lordly attributes 
[al-qutb ar-rabbani], the expert teacher [ustādh], the immortal spiritual 
helper [al-ghawth as-samadānī], the bounteous gift of merciful grace 
[al-faid ar-rahmanz], my chieftain and my master, Shaikh Muhyi'd-dīn 
“Abd al-Qadir al-Hasanī al-Jīlānī. May Allah sanctify his innermost 
being, and may He enable us to derive benefit from him, from his blessed 
qualities, and from the blessings of his vast range of knowledge. Amin. 

Originally written in the Persian language, these letters comprise 
nuggets of wisdom and spiritual counsel, couched in various forms of 
allegory, metaphor, paraphrase and quotation, including approximately 
two hundred and seventy-five Our ānic verses. They also contain 
allusions to the experiences [adhwāg] and spiritual states [halat] of the 
Sūfis (may Allah’s good pleasure be conferred upon them all). 

An interesting idea presented itself to this poor beggar, "Alī ibn 
Husamu’d-din, widely known as al-Muttagī [the Devout]. It occurred 
to me that I might produce an Arabic version, and that I could at least 
translate the substantial meaning of the text, while admitting that Iam 
poorly qualified in the art of expression, especially when it comes to 
translating from the rich fare provided by the leader of the experts in 
effective communication [āshām imam ahl al-isharal. Here is the 
translation I now have to offer: 


The First Letter 


Concerning the initial stage of the attraction exerted 
by the Truth [jadhbat al-Haqq], and the final stage thereof. 


My dear friend! 


hen the lightning bolts of direct perception [shuhūd] come 
flashing forth from the cloud-bank of the grace of: 
Allah guides to His Light yahdi 'llāhu li-nūri-hi 
whomever He will. (24:35) man yashā. 
—and the fragrant scents of attainment waft on the wind that blows 
from the gracious favor of: 
He singles out for His mercy yakhtassu bi-rahmati-hi 
whomever He will. (3:74) man yashā. 
—the sweet-smelling plants of intimate friendship will blossom in 
the meadows of our hearts, and the nightingales of longing will sing in 
the gardens of our spirits, with the tremulous tones of: 


Oh, how I grieve for Joseph! (12:84) ya asafa “ala Yūsuf. 


The fires of yearning will smolder intensely in the stoves of our 
innermost beings, and the wings of the birds of our thoughts will shed 
their feathers, from flying too far in the vastness of sublime exaltation. 

The stallions of our minds will lose their way in the deserts of intuitive 
knowledge, the foundations of our intellectual principles will quake 
from the shock of awe, and the ships of our firm intentions will lose their 
bearings in the depths of the oceans of: 


They did not assign to Allah the wa mā gadaru 'llāha 
attributes that are due to Him. (6:91) haqqa gadri-hi. 

So it sailed with them in the midst wa hiya tajrī bi-him 
of mountain-like waves. (11:42) fī mawjin ka-'Ljibāl. 
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—and at the moment when the waves collide in the ocean of the 
ardor of: 


He loves them yuhibbu-hum 
and they love Him. (5:54) wa yuhibbūna-hu. 


—each and every one will exclaim, in the spiritual tongue that needs 


no ordinary words [lisān al-hal]: 


My Lord, bring me to land Rabbi anzil-nī 
in a blessed harbor, for You munzalan mubārakan 
are the Best of harborers! (23:29) wa Anta Khairu 'l-munzilīn. 


So then they will receive, as a foreordained gift, the gracious favor of: 


As for those to whom inna ’lladhina 
the [reward] most fair has already sabagat la-hum 
gone forth from Us.... (21:101) min-na 'L-husnā.... 


—and it will bring them ashore on [Mount] Jūdī,' a trustworthy 
landing site [mag ad sidq].? 
It will introduce them to the sessions of the delirious ecstatics of the 


Day of: 
“Am 1 not...?” (7:172) a-lastu.... 
It will spread for them the table-mat of the bounty of: 
To those who do good belongs the li lladhina ahsanu `l-husna 
finest—and an extra reward! (10:26) wa ziyāda. 


—and it will pass to them the cups of attainment, filled from the jugs 
of nearness, by the hands of the cupbearers of: 
And their Lord will quench their wa sadā-hum Rabbu-hum 
thirst with a pure drink. (76:21) sharāban tahūrā. 
They will thus be honored with the everlasting estate and the 
endlessly enduring fortune of: 
And when you see, wa idhā ra aita 


there you will see a state thamma ra aita 
of bliss and a great domain. (76:20) na man wa mulkan kabīrā.

And Allah warns you wa yuhadhdhiru-kumu ’llahu 
to beware of Himself. (3:30) Nafsa-h. 


It will thus become purged of sin, to the point where it befits the 
coin of: 


We surely guide them la-nahdiyanna-hum 
in Our ways. (29:69) subula-nā. 


— and its worth and value will increase in the market of: 


Allāh has bought from the believers inna 'Ilāha 'shtarā 

their persons and their goods, mina ` mu minma anfusa-hum 
the Garden [of Paradise] being theirs wa amwala-hum 

for the price. (9:111) bi-anna la-humu 'Ljanna. 


You must treat this as your capital investment, in order to acguire the 
merchandise of: 


Surely pure religion a-la 

is only for Allah. (39:3) lillahi 'd-dīnu ’|-khdlis. 
—and so that a clue to the secrets of: 

Those who are sincerely devoted wa ’l-mukhlisiina 

are in possession of a mighty fortune alā hazzin ‘azim. 
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—may be decoded for you, and so that rays from the lights of: 


Is he whose breast Allah has expanded  a-fa-man sharaha 'llāhu 
to receive Islam, so that he is guided sadra-hu i’ Lislāmi 


by a light from his Lord...? (39:22) fa-huwa "alā nūrin min Rabbi-h. 


—may shine in your presence. For then, in your heart, you will feel 
the stimulating impact of the invitation: 


Call upon Me ud'ū-nī 
and I will answer you. (40:60) astajib la-kum. 


—and you will ascend from the low-lying hollow of: 


Say: “The enjoyment of this world qul mata‘u 'd-dunyā 
is of little value.” (4:77) galīl. 


—to the mountain peak of: 


But the Hereafter is better wa 'l-ākhiratu 
and more lasting. (87:17) khairun wa abģā. 


You will inhale a refreshing aroma from the breeze of the nearness of: 


And We are nearer to him wa Nahnu agrabu ilai-hi 
[than the jugular vein] (50:16) [min habli ’l-wavrid]. 


The tree of your heart will be shaken by that breeze, and you will take 
refuge from all others [apart from Allah] in the autumn gales of: 


Say “Allah!,” then leave them guli 'Ilāhu thumma dhar-hum 
[to their idle prattling]. (6:91) [fi khawdi-him yal‘abin]. 
—in the orchard of the contemplation of: 
So do not call upon another god, wa lā tad'u maʻa ’llāhi 
together with Allah. (28:88) * ilahan akhar. 
The winds of the springtime of: 
But as for those to whom the reward inna 'lladhīna sabagat 
most fair has already gone forth la-hum min-na 'l-husnā: 
from Us, [they shall be kept [ulg ika “an-ha 
far from it (from Hell)]. (21:101) mub'adūn). 


— will blow upon you, and the fleecy clouds [ya ālīl] of gracious favor 
and the dense clouds [sahā ib] of: 


Allah chooses for Himself Allāhu yajtabī ilai-hi 
whomever He will. (42:13) man yashā u. 


—will shower upon you the raindrops of copious abundance. 
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The ground of the meadows of the heart will thus become verdant 
with the plants of: 


And We had taught him knowledge wa ‘allamna-hu 


from Our presence. (18:65) min ladun-nā "ilmā. 


—and the trees of the orchards of the spirit will be laden with the 
fruits of: 


The mercy of Allāh is close indeed inna rahmata 'Ilāhi 
to those who do good. (7:56) garībun mina 'l-muhsinīn. 


—and the springs of attainment will flow in the valleys of the 
innermost being, from the source of: 


A fountain at which those brought near ‘ainan yashrabu 


[to the Lord] do drink. (83:28) bi-ha ’l-mugarrabiin. 
The herald of the good fortune of: 


Such is the bounty of Allah, which He dhālika fadlu 'llāhi 
bestows on whom He will. (62:4) yu tī-hi man yash’. 


—will cheer you with the good news of: 


Do not fear and do not grieve, but hear al-lā takhāfū wa lā tahzanū 
good tidings of the Garden [of Paradise] wa abshirū bi'l-jannati ‘lati 
that you have been promised. (41:30) kuntum ti adam. 


—and Ridwan, the keeper of the blissful Garden of: 


Allah is well pleased with them, and radiya 'llāhu ‘an-hum 
they are well pleased with Him. (98:8) wa radū ‘an-h. 


—will proclaim the invitation: 


Eat and drink, with wholesome kulū wa 'shrabū 
appetite, as reward for the work hanī an bi-mā 
you used to do. (52:19) kuntum ta malūn.

And whether you publish what is inside wa in tubdū mā fī anfusi-kum 
yourselves, or keep it hidden, Allāh aw tukhfū-hu 
will call you to account for it. (2:284)  yuhasib-kum bi-hi 'llāh. 


Do not concern yourself with the fortunes of: 
Those, they are like cattle. (7:179) ulā ika ka-'l-an dm. 
Lower your head in the contemplation of: 


So remember Me, fa- dhkurū-nī 


and I will remember you. (2:152) adhkur-kum. 
Open the eye of your heart in the witnessing of: 


That day will faces be resplendent, wujūhun yawma idhin nādira : 
looking toward their Lord. (75:22,23) ilā Rabbi-hā nāzira. 


— and recollect some of the bliss of: 


There you will have all that your souls wa la-kum fī-hā mā 
desire, and there you will have tashtahī anfusu-kum 
all that you pray for.

The life of this world is nothing inna-ma 'l-hayātu 'd-dunyā 
but a sport and a pastime.

—and stride forth, on the foot of your head, in pursuit of the degrees of: 


And the frontrunners, the frontrunners: wa 's-sābigūna 's-sābigūn: 
those will be the ones brought near, ulā ika 'l-mugarrabūn: 


in the Gardens of Delight. (56:10-12) fī jannāti 'n-na īm. 


—and strike the racehorse of your aspiration with the whip of your 
firm resolve. 
Then maybe the harbinger of the tender kindnesses of: 


Allāh is Ever-Gentle Allāhu Latīfun 
to His servants. (42:19) bi- ibadi-hi. 


—will come to meet you, with trays containing the presents of: 
For them there are good tidings. (10:64) la-humu '-bushrā. 

—and you will triumph, with reinforcement from the armies of: 
And to Allah belong the hosts wa li’ llahi 


of the heavens and the earth. (48:4) junūdu 's-samāwāti wa ’Lard. 
—over the hostile forces of: 


Surely Satan is to the human being inna 'sh-shaitāna li’ -insani 
an obvious enemy. (12:5) “aduwwun mubīn. 


You will escape from the snare of the passion of: 


Surely the self is always inna 'n-nafsa 
inciting to evil. (12:53) la-ammāratun bi's-sū i. 


—and then the imprints of the tender mercies of the secrets of: 


Observe your duty to Allah, wa 'ttagu 'llāh: 
and Allāh will teach you. (2:282) wa yu allimu-kumu 'llāh. 
—will appear on the tablet of your heart. 
The bird of your spirit [rh] will remember the groves of Paradise 
[hazā ir al-guds]. It will soar into the vast space of: 
And follow the ways of your Lord, fa-’slukt subula Rabbi-ki 
[which are] smooth to travel. (16:69) dhululā. 
—on the wing of ardent longing, and you will gather some of the fruits 
of intimate friendship [uns] in the orchards of: 


[Then] eat of all the fruits. (16:69) [thumma] kuli min kulli’ th-thamarati. 
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The mirror of your innermost being [sirr] will reflect the luminous rays 
of the [divine] manifestations [tajalliyat], so that you are allowed to 
discover the secret of: 

You cause the night tūliju ’L-laila 
to pass into the day. (3:27)? fi n-nahāri. 

The garden of your heart will soon be made verdant by the showering 
rains of the mercies of: 

And down from the sky We have sent wa nazzalnā mina 's-samā i 
blessed water, and so produced mā an mubārakan fa-anbatnā bi-hi 
gardens and the grain of crops. (50:9) janmātin wa habba 'l-hasīd. 

—and so the whole of it will come to be like the garden of Iram.5 

You will understand the enigmatic indications of: 


And [thereby] We revived wa ahyainā [bi-hi] 
a land that was dead. (50:11) baldatan maita: 
—and removed from your eyes will be the curtains of: 
But now We have removed from you fa-kashafnā ‘an-ka 
your covering, and so today ghitā a-ka 
your sight is piercing. (50:22) fa-basaru-ka 'l-yauwma hadīd. 


You will thus become immersed in the perfection of direct experience 
[mushāhada]. There will be a time when you plunge deep into the ocean 
of the independence [istighna ] of: 


Allāh is indeed Independent inna 'llāha Ghaniyyun 
of all the worlds. (3:97) ‘ani 'L-"ālamīn. 


There will be a time when you stagger in bewilderment, caught in the 
sandstorm [samiim] of the awe-inspiring impact of: 
Do they then feel secure a-fa-aminū 
against Allah’s devising? (7:99) makra 'llāh. 
There will also be a time when ardent yearning sets you singing like 
the nightingale [ andalīb] in the orchard of glorification [tamjid], in tune 
with the gentle breeze of: 


And do not despair wa lā tai asū 
of the Spirit of Allāh. (12:87) min Rawhi `llah. 
Moved by the raptures of ecstasy [ghalabat al-wajd], you will then raise 
your voice in the joyful delight of: 


I do indeed detect innī la-ajidu 
the scent of Joseph. (12:94) rīha Yūsufa. 
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—so the envious will say, with the tongue of blame: 


By Allah, you are surely ta’'llahi inna-ka 
in your ancient error. (12:95) la-fi dalāli-ka 'l-gadīm. 


—but when they see the effect of: 


He laid it on his face, and he algā-hu "alā wajhi-hi 
became able to see again. (12:96) fa-’rtadda bagīrā. 


—they will plead with you, in pathetic and humble entreaty, to: 


Ask forgiveness of our sins [i]staghfir la-nā 
on our behalf, for we dhunūba-nā

A Brief Introduction by the Translator! 


The Author’s Names and Titles 


A rich store of information about the author of Fifteen Letters is 
conveniently available, to those familiar with the religious and 
spiritual tradition of Islam, in his names, his surnames, and the many 
titles conferred upon him by his devoted followers. It is not unusual for 
these to take up several lines in an Arabic manuscript, but let us start 
with the short form of the author’s name as it appears on the cover and 


title page of this book: Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir al-Jīlānī. 


Shaikh: A term applied throughout the Islamic world to respected 
persons of recognized seniority in learning, experience and wisdom. Its 
basic meaning in Arabic is “an elder; a man over fifty years of age.” (The 
spellings Sheikh and Shaykh may also be encountered in English- 
language publications.) 


"Abd al-Qadir: This is the author’s personal name, meaning “Servant 
[or Slave] of the All-Powerful.” (The form “Abdul Qadir, which the 
reader may come across elsewhere, is simply an alternative translitera- 
tion of the Arabic spelling.) It has always been a common practice, in 
the Muslim community, to give a male child a name in which “Abd is 
prefixed to one of the Names of Allah.

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al-Jīlānī: A surname ending in -ī will often indicate the bearer’s place 
of birth. Shaikh ‘Abd al-Qadir was born in the Iranian district of Gilan, 
south of the Caspian Sea, in A.H. 470/1077-8 C.E. (In some texts, the 
Persian spelling Gilani is used instead of the arabicized form al-Jilani. 
The abbreviated form al-Jīlī, which may also be encountered, should 
not be confused with the surname of the venerable “Abd al-Karim 
al-Jīlī, author of the celebrated work al-Insān al-Kāmil, who came from 
Jil in the district of Baghdad.) 


Let us now consider a slightly longer version of the Shaikh’s name, as 
it occurs near the beginning of Al-Fathar-Rabbānī [The Sublime Revelation]: 
Sayyidunā ’sh-Shaikh Muhyi’d-Din Abū Muhammad "Abd al-Qadir 
(Radiya'llahu “anh). 


Sayyidunā ’sh-Shaikh: “Our Master, the Shaikh.” A writer who 
regards himself as a Oādirī, a devoted follower of Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir, 
will generally refer to the latter as Sayyidunā [our Master], or Sayyidi 
[my Master]. 


Muhyi’d-Din: “Reviver of the Religion.” It is widely acknowledged by 
historians, non-Muslim as well as Muslim, that Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir 
displayed great courage in reaffirming the traditional teachings of 
Islam, in an era when sectarianism was rife, and when materialistic and 
rationalistic tendencies were predominant in all sections of society. 
In matters of Islamic jurisprudence [fiqh] and theology [kalam], he 
adhered quite strictly to the highly “orthodox” school of Imam Ahmad 
ibn Hanbal. 


Abi Muhammad: “Father of Muhammad.” In the Arabic system of 
nomenclature, a man’s surnames usually include the name of his first- 
born son, with the prefix Abū [Father of—]. 


Radiya’llahu ‘anh: “May Allah be well pleased with him!” This 
benediction is the one customarily pronounced—and spelled out in 
writing—after mentioning the name of a Companion of the Prophet 
(Allah bless him and give him peace). The preference for this particular 
invocation is yet another mark of the extraordinary status held by 


Shaikh ‘Abd al-Qadir in the eyes of his devoted followers. 
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Finally, we must note some important elements contained within this 
even longer version: al-Ghawth al-A‘zam Sultan al-Awliya’ Sayyidunā 
’sh-Shaikh Muhyi’d-Din "Abd al-Qadir al-Jīlānī al-Hasanī al-Husaini 
(Radiya'llahu “anh). 


al-Ghawth al-A‘zam: “The Supreme Helper” (or, “The Mightiest 
Succor”). Ghawth is an Arabic word meaning: (1) A cry for aid or 
succor. (2) Aid, help, succor; deliverance from adversity. (3) The chief 
of the Saints, who is empowered by Allah to bring succor to suffering 
humanity, in response to His creatures’ cry for help in times of extreme 
adversity. 


Sultan al-Awliya’: “The Sultan of the Saints.” This reinforces the 
preceding title, emphasizing the supremacy of the Ghawth above all 
other orders of sanctity. 


al-Hasani al-Husaini: “The descendant of both al-Hasan and al-Husain, 
the grandsons of the Prophet (Allāh bless him and give him peace).” To 
quote the Turkish author, Shaikh Muzaffer Ozak Efendi (may Allah 
bestow His mercy upon him): “The lineage of Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir is 
known as the Chain of Gold, since both his parents were descendants 
of the Messenger (Allah bless him and give him peace). His noble 
father, “Abdullah, traced his descent by way of Imam Hasan, while his 
revered mother, Umm al-Khair, traced hers through Imam Husain.” 


As for the many other surnames, titles and honorific appellations that 
have been conferred upon Shaikh “Abd al-Qadir al-Jilant, it may suffice 
at this point to mention al-Bāz al-Ashhab [The Gray Falcon]. 


The Author’s Life in Baghdad 


Through the mists of legend surrounding the life of Shaikh ‘Abd 
al-Qadir al-Jilani, it is possible to discern the outlines of the following 
biographical sketch: 


In A.H. 488, at the age of eighteen, he left his native province to become 
a student in the great capital city of Baghdad, the hub of political, 
commercial and cultural activity, and the center of religious learning in 
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the world of Islam. After studying traditional sciences under such 
teachers as the prominent Hanbali jurist [fagih], Abū Sa‘d ‘Alī al- 
Mukharrimi, he encountered a more spiritually oriented instructor in 
the saintly person of Abu’l-Khair Hammad ad-Dabbās. Then, instead 
of embarking on his own professorial career, he abandoned the city and 
spent twenty-five years as a wanderer in the desert regions of “Iraq. 


He was over fifty years old by the time he returned to Baghdad, in A.H. 
521/1127 C.E., and began to preach in public. His hearers were 
profoundly affected by the style and content of his lectures, and his 
reputation grew and spread through all sections of society. He moved 
into the school [madrasa] belonging to his old teacher al-Mukharrimi, 
but the premises eventually proved inadequate. In A.H. 528, pious 
donations were applied to the construction of a residence and guesthouse 
[ribāt], capable of housing the Shaikh and his large family, as well as 
providing accommodation for his pupils and space for those who came 
from far and wide to attend his regular sessions [majālis]. 


He lived to a ripe old age, and continued his work until his very last 
breath, as we know from the accounts of his final moments recorded in 
the Addendum to Revelations of the Unseen. 


In the words of Shaikh Muzaffer Ozak Efendi: “The venerable ‘Abd 
al-Qadir al-Jilani passed on to the Realm of Divine Beauty in A.H. 561/ 
1166 C.E., and his blessed mausoleum in Baghdad is still a place of pious 
visitation. He is noted for his extraordinary spiritual experiences and 
exploits, as well as his memorable sayings and wise teachings. It is 
rightly said of him that ‘he was born in love, grew in perfection, and met 
his Lord in the perfection of love.’ May the All-Glorious Lord bring us 
in contact with his lofty spiritual influence!”

Muhtar Holland 


About the Translator 


uhtar Holland was born in 1935, in the ancient city of 
Durham in the North East of England. This statement may be 
considered anachronistic, however, since he did not bear the name 
Muhtar until 1969, when he was moved—by powerful experiences 
in the latihan kejiwaan of Subud—to embrace the religion of Islam.* 

At the age of four, according to an entry in his father’s diary, he said 
to a man who asked his name: “I’m a stranger to myself.” During 
his years at school, he was drawn most strongly to the study of 
languages, which seemed to offer signposts to guide the stranger on 
his “Journey Home,” apart from their practical usefulness to one who 
loved to spend his vacations traveling—at first on a bicycle— 
through foreign lands. Serious courses in Latin, Greek, French, 
Spanish and Danish, with additional smatterings of Anglo-Saxon, 
Italian, German and Dutch. Travels in France, Germany, Belgium, 
Holland and Denmark. Then a State Scholarship and up to Balliol 
College, Oxford, for a degree course centered on the study of Arabic 
and Turkish. Travels in Turkey and Syria. Then National Service 
in the Royal Navy, with most of the two years spent on an intensive 
course in the Russian language. 

In the years since graduation from Oxford and Her Majesty's 
Senior Service, Mr. Holland has held academic posts at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, Canada; at the School of Oriental and African 
Studies in the University of London, England (with a five-month 
leave to study Islamic Law in Cairo, Egypt); and at the Universiti 
Kebangsaan in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia (followed by a six-month 
sojourn in Indonesia). He also worked as Senior Research Fellow at 
the Islamic Foundation in Leicester, England, and as Director of the 
Nar al-Islam Translation Center in Valley Cottage, New York. 


“The name Muhtar was received at that time from Bapak Muhammad Subuh 
Sumohadiwidjojo, of Wisma Subud, Jakarta, in response to a request for a suitable 
Muslim name. In strict academic transliteration from the Arabic, the spelling would 
be Mukhtar. The form Muchtar is probably more common in Indonesia than Muhtar, 
which happens to coincide with the modern Turkish spelling of the name. 
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His freelance activities have mostly been devoted to writing and 
translating in various parts of the world, including Scotland and 
California. He made his Pilgrimage [Hajj] to Mecca in 1980.
